I ever produced. Twi iity-iive years 
ago he was a poor school teacher In 
the Kentucky monntolns, with no 
apparent chance of ever amassing 
wealth. To-day he Is a mfllionaire 
tnanv times o\er. His fortune Is 
estiniati (I at anywhere from $ri,- 
iMiil.iniii to S;;." .11(111. iiiiii. It is con- 
stantly urowiiiR. He tiiiule all his 
money in tlie Kentucky mountains 
and be has made it all himself. It 
is based on ths psnnfss antf doltors 
he saved out of hfs sesaty s nm l ngs 
as a school teacher. 

The story of Mayo's rise to 
wealth is one of the most Interest- 
ing in the annals of American mil- 
lionaires. While it Is not specuc- 
ttlar. It li • rsmartsM't siampls of 
what foreslgftt and gmptag of op- 
portunities at hand may lead to. 

Mayo was born 4H years a>;o In 
I'aintsvllle, Johirson county, Ky., 
which Is In the mountains. His 
paronu had nothing save a liveli- 
hood, and at m sarly age ponng 
Mayo began to Mask school. 

The Kentucky mountains were 
full of coal, but at that time the 
railreads had not penetrated them 
at all. The coal was so far from 
market that It was valueless and 
thsrs was no praspset that tliars 
would be a markst for h. 

Mayo realised the richness of the 
coal fields. He saw that the fands' 
could be obtained for a little or 
nothing and be believed tliat before 
I many years the world would need 
the coat landa and If he lived unt> { 
the railroads earns, wealth would 

bo hii. 

May* wont to work oa this plan. 
Mountain cool lands could he 
bought for Any cents an acre. Con- 
trot could l>e secured even cheaper, 
through options, as the occupants of 
the land would sell options on Im- 
iietise tracts for a few dollars. 
.Money was scarce In the mounUlns 
and the titles i to tb* land wsre 
doubtfnl anyway. All tbs land In 
Eastern Kentucky had been given 
away at the close of the war under 
what were known as VlrKlnla land 
■-•rants. But a* the original hold- 
ers and their direct descendants had 
not occupied the land.' settlers grad- 
ually came In. took possession, and 
in a few years wars looked upon as 
the rightful holders. But there 
was always the possibility that heirs 
of the original owners would dis- 
pute their claim. 

Mayo believed that the courts 
would decide for the settlers who 
had Improved the la'id, so he 
bought options from them. 

Mayo had made his calculations 
wisely and Just In time. In the ear- 
ly ninetiea the development of the 
"omifalna began. Capital turned 
'la attention to the possibilities 
there and the miiiitiK of coal bej;an. 
Mayo was nble to start iiiiniiis on 
(inie of his |)id|ii rtv and acquired 
n<ore land and more options. 

In 1901 Mayo made his flrst big 
strike when he organised the Con-

Imore and Pittsburg capitalists,

the company Mayo received $2riO,-

ear he had orKaiilited four more 
"oropanies and he had his flrst mll- 
•lon.
